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World Coin Commentary 


By Frank L. Garofalo

Activity at major conventions and auctions continued to escalate 
during the last two months. Contributing to this increase is a new and 
eager type of world coin purchaser: the collector/investor. Strongly in- 
fluenced by the advice of a growing number of coin investment newslet- 
ters, most of which are strongly urging diversification and the purchase 
of rare, high-quality items, these collector/investors have been deluging 
New England with Want Lists naming those items which were recom- 
mended investments. Lately, this same group of purchasers has been at- 
tending major conventions. The net result of their activities has been to 
accelerate, sometimes greatly, the values of selected items. Two ex- 
amples: English Gold Proof Sets and English Maundy Sets. Within less 
than a year the average prices for these items have almost doubled! 


Another area which is experiencing healthy growth is coinage from 
Canada and the Maritimes, including minor coinage from 1858 to 1936, 
silver dollars from 1935 to 1955, and all Mint State gold. Interest in the 
very rare Specimen Proof issues also seems to be awakening. This area 


has been overlooked by investor/collectors for many years. This is a 
shame since many of these coins were struck for official presentation to 
V.I.P.’s and, therefore, the average mintage of these coins was usually 
less than 25 pieces! 


Coinage of the German states from 1800 to 1872, especially in Mint 
State, is becoming increasingly difficult to locate here and abroad. The 
commemorative issues of the German Weimar Republic (1923 to 1933) 
in Mint State and Proof have almost disappeared from the marketplace 
with only sporadic offerings being seen at conventions. 


In discussing the state of the market with dealers from around the 
world, the general consensus of opinion seems to be that the market will 
continue to grow at its present rate for at least 3 to 5 years. In offering 
their opinions, most dealers also noted that they were being as conser- 
vative as possible. 


Glossary of English Numismatic Terms (Part I: English Hammered Coinage) 


English numismatic terms used in the pages of New England World Selec- 
tions are defined below. For a brief history of English hammered coinage, 


see this month's feature article. 


Angel (originally angel-noble). Gold coin first struck in 1465 by Ed- 
ward IV. Depicts St. Michael defeating Satan on the obverse. 

Copper Farthing. Licensed copper coin first issued in 1613 under 
James | as a result of repeated demands for a low value coin. 


Crown. Henry VIII struck the gold Crown of the Rose and later replaced 
it with the gold Crown of the Double Rose and its half. Henry's son, Ed- 
ward VI, introduced the silver crown and its half in 1551. 

Farthing. Silver coin valued at one-quarter of a penny first issued in 
1279 by Edward |. From the Anglo-Saxon word “feurthing” meaning 
one-quarter. 

Florin. Gold coin valued at six shillings with its half and quarter first 
issued by Edward Ill in 1344. 


Gold Penny. Experimental coin valued at 20 silver pennies. Issued by 
Henry Ill in 1257. 

Groat. Four-penny silver piece and its half first struck in 1279 by Ed- 
ward |. From the French word gros. 

Half Penny. Silver coin first issued in 1278 by Edward I. 

Laurel. Name for the unite of James I's third coinage. 

Maundy. Four small silver pieces, consisting of fourpence, 
threepence, twopence and penny, issued to the poor by the reigning 
monarch on Maundy Thursday. 

Noble. Gold coin and its divisions issued by Edward Ill in 1344, 
superseding the florin. 


Penny. Silver coin first issued during the reign of Offa of Mercia 
(757-795 A.D.) valued at 1/240 of a pound of solid silver. 

Pollard. Counterfeit penny struck in base silver and imported from 
Europe during the reign of Edward I. 

Provenance Mark. Symbol denoting the source of the metal used to 
make a coin. 

Rose. Provenance mark denoting that the coinage metal came from 
English mines. 

Rose Noble (ryal). Gold coin first issued in 1465 by Edward IV. 

Roses and Plumes. Provenance mark denoting that the coinage metal 
came from English and Welsh mines. 

Sceat. The first English silver penny initially struck about 675 A.D. 
and issued in a large number of varieties and types. 

Shilling (testoon). Silver coin valued at 1/20 of a pound first issued by 
Henry VII (1485-1509). From the Anglo Saxon world “scilling” meaning 
to divide. 

Sixpence. Silver coin and its half (threepence) first issued by Edward 
VI (1547-53). 

Sovereign. Gold coin weighing 240 grains and valued at 20 shillings 
first issued in 1489. The obverse design of the king enthroned gave the 
coin its name. 

Three Farthing. Silver coin valued at 4 of a penny issued for about 20 
years during the reign of Elizabeth | (1558-1603). The coin was struck to 
provide change if a penny were tendered for a farthing purchase.

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English coinage has attracted the attention of collectors all over the 
world. In terms of antiquity, scope and artistic merit, the coinage of few 
countries can match that of England. Most collectors start by concen- 
trating on English coins of fairly recent vintage, and then look to expand 
their horizons. Some turn their attention to Commonwealth coins or 
tokens, while others move back over the centuries to the early milled 
series or the earlier hammered series. Here we will consider the English 
hammered series, and in the next issue of New England World Selec- 
tions we will turn our attention to the milled series. 


An English hammered coin is essentially a coin issued before 
1662. The process by which these coins were made has given them 
their name. A blank of gold or silver was placed between two dies. 
The upper die was then struck with a heavy hammer, impressing both 
the obverse and reverse design on the coin blank. This was the only 
way, aside from casting, that coins could be made before the in- 
troduction of the coinage press. Coins made by the screw press are 
known as “milled,” because parts of the machinery were powered by 
a horse-drawn mill. 


Anglo-Saxon Coinage 


The first hammered coins used in England were probably coined 
in Gaul in the early part of the Second Century B.C. They were imita- 
tions of gold coins used by Philip of Macedon. At the time of Julius 
Caesar's conquest, Roman coinage was introduced to the country, 
and mints were established in London and Colchester. Money was 
coined on the Roman standard until 388 A.D. The earliest Anglo- 
Saxon coins did not appear until the 630’s, but by the middle of that 
century, these gold pieces called thrymsas became debased with 
silver. 


By about 675, gold coins were superseded entirely by silver ones 
called sceattas, the first English “pennies.” Sceattas form a 
fascinating coin series involving a great variety of early art styles, 
even though most are without the name of a king or a legend. After 
the sceattas series, English coins can be assigned to various

Part I: The Hammered Series

kingdoms. When King Offa of Mercia gained control of the mint of 
Canterbury around 784, the mint struck a magnificent series of 
pence. The fine obverse portraits on these coins are among the most 
artistic in all of English coinage, and were unequalled until the Six- 
teenth Century. The crosses and other designs which grace the 
reverses are also excellent examples of Anglo-Saxon art. 


King Offa used the basic unit of a pound of solid silver and 
valued the pennies at 1/240 of a pound. The silver penny remained 
virtually the sole denomination of English coinage for almost five 
centuries, with the rare exceptions of gold coins and silver halfpence. 
The silver pennies of this early period were often broken or cut in two 
parts for half pennies or in four parts for quarter pennies, which were 
called farthings from the Anglo-Saxon feurthing meaning “one- 
quarter.” 


Coinage of the Normans and Plantagenets 


There was no major change in the coinage following the Norman 
conquest in 1066. During the reign of William | there were 70 mints 
operating in England, but by the middle of the Twelfth Century, that 
number was reduced to 55 and, under Henry Il, to 11. During the reign of 
Henry Ill (1216-1272), the number of mints was further reduced to four — 
London, Canterbury and two ecclesiastical mints in Bury St. Edmunds 
and Durham. 


The most important coin of Henry Ill’s reign is the extremely rare 
gold penny. First struck in 1257, it was the first attempt since the early 
Saxon gold thrymsa to introduce a gold coin into England's currency 
system. Unfortunately, it proved unpopular, and it wasn't until the time of 
Edward Ill that gold coins came into general use. 


The reign of Edward | (1272-1307) marks the beginning of a new era 
in English coinage, as many Anglo-Saxon traditions were finally dis- 
carded. In 1279, a new coinage was ordered which for two centuries 
formed the basic design of English pence and smaller denominations. 
Halfpence and farthings were struck, abolishing the practice of cutting 
pennies in two or four parts. An attractive and rare four penny piece 
called a groat was minted for the first time, but did not become an in- 
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The Coinage of England 


tegral part of the coinage until Edward III's reign. As mint administration 
became more centralized, the moneyer's name, which had long been 
part of the reverse inscription, disappeared. 


The next important change in English coinage took place during the 
reign of Edward Ill when an impressive gold coinage was introduced 
comprising the florin, valued at six shillings, together with its half and 
quarter. This gold coinage was not successful and was soon replaced with 
the heavier Noble valued at six shillings, eight pence, together with its 
fractions. 


Coinage of the Tudors 


The coins of Henry VII clearly mark the transition from medieval art 
to Renaissance art. Henry's last series of silver coinage displays a profile 
bust which is considered to be one of the finest of all English coins and 
perhaps the first recognizable portrayal of a king since the time of Offa. 
Another fine example of the art of the period is the gold Sovereign, 
valued at 20 shillings, that was first struck in 1489. On the obverse King 
Henry is depicted seated ona throne of highly ornamental style, while the 
reverse field is filled with the Tudor rose bearing the royal shield. The se- 
cond denomination introduced during this reign was the silver shilling or 
testoon which also bore the king's portrait. 


Henry VIII (1509-47) is held in ill-regard by many numismatists for 
the debasement of England's coinage. The decline of Henry's fortunes af- 
fected his gold and silver coins, which became base and ill-struck at the 
end of his reign. In 1544, to help finance his extravagances, Henry re- 
duced all fine gold coinage to 23 carats, and the following year to 22 
carats and later to 20 carat fineness. (This was the first time gold dipped 
below the 23% standard.) Silver coins were eventually reduced from the 
sterling standard fineness of 11 oz. 2 dwt. to 4 oz. fineness. Henry's last 
“silver” coins displayed their two-thirds copper content once they 
became slightly worn, earning Henry the nickname of “Old 
Coppernose.” 


Although Henry VIII's son ruled for only six years, Edward VI's 
coinage is varied and attractive. In 1549, the first step to improve the 
standard of coins was taken when gold was struck of 22 carats and 
“silver” was struck of 50 percent silver. Then in 1551, the coinage of fine 
gold and silver was resumed, and four new silver denominations were 
struck — the crown, halfcrown, sixpence and threepence. The first dates 
on English coins also appear during this reign. During the long reign of 
Elizabeth | (1558-1603), coinage became more standardized. The Queen 
fully restored the fineness of the coinage debased by her father. 


Despite the length of Elizabeth's rule, this reign is more notable for 
variety of denominations — nine in gold and 11 in silver — than of 
design. Two values peculiar to Elizabeth's reign were the three half-pence 
and three farthing, which were only struck for about 20 years. Near the 
end of her reign, the silver crown and half crown were re-introduced. Un- 
fortunately, the attempt to introduce machinery for striking coins failed 
due to opposition from mint workers who feared unemployment. The 
new method was brought to England about 1560 by Eloye Mestrelle, a 
former workman at the Paris mint. Mestrelle was eventually hanged for 
forgery, but examples of his work have survived. 


Coinage of the Stuarts 


Following the accession of James | of Scotland to the English 
throne, the weight of the gold pound was reduced and became known as 
the Unite. The royal coat of arms appearing on the coin was changed to 
include the Scottish rampant lion and the Irish harp. In 1619, a new, 
lighter piece called the Laurel replaced the Unite. During James's reign, 
the first attempt to introduce copper coinage was made by the issue of 
royal farthing copper tokens which were struck under letter patent. 
These coins had little artistic merit and proved unpopular with the peo- 
ple, who believed the value of a coin’s metal should equal its face value. 


The vast and varied coinage of Charges I's reign (1625-49) has 
always been of great interest to collectors. The emergency mints 
established throughout the country, and the coins struck by beseiged 
towns and castles are reminders of the troublesome years of the Civil 
War. After the King’s final breach with Parliment, the government con- 
tinued to issue coins at London with Charles's name and portrait until his 
final execution. During the Civil War, coins were struck in various towns 
to provide coinage for areas under Royalist control. Among the most 
spectacular coins of this period are the gold triple unites and the silver 
pounds and half-pounds struck at Shrewsbury and Oxford, and the 
emergency coins made from odd-shaped pieces of silver plate during the 
sieges of Newark, Scarborough, Carlisle and Pontefract. 


Commonwealth and Restoration Coinage 


The puritanical outlook of the Commonwealth (1649-1660) with its 
aversion to ornament produced coins of austere design. All denomina- 
tions except the halfpenny bear the same types, and all inscriptions are in 
English because Latin was considered very much related to Papacy. 
Oliver Cromwell, Protector from 1653-58, refused to take the crown, but 
the government authorized the striking of coins bearing his name and ef- 
figy. Although they are classified as patterns, it is possible that some 
were put into circulation because 1656 halfcrowns are normally found in 
worn condition. 


During the first two years of the Restoration, three issues of ham- 
mered coins in silver and two in gold were made, and their portraits are of 
a highly artistic style. However, in 1662, the hand hammering of coins 
was fully abandoned in favor of machine striking by the improved mill 
and screw presses, and the English hammered series ends here.

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A View from 
the Continent 


The ancient & world coin market seen from 
a European perspective

New England Rare Coin Galleries has numismatists working 
ourseas in order to obtain the highest quality ancient and 
wond coinage. Marc Emory, one of our chief overseas 
buyers, travels to coin shows and auctions throughout 
Europe. With more than a decade of professional experience, 
Marc is one of the world's foremost experts in both U.S. and 
world coinage. Having the unique perspective of a U.S 
numismatist now working in Europe, Marc filed this report 
last month. 


Now that the gold and silver bullion craze is over, Europeans have 
once again turned their attention to numismatics. Suddenly, the Euro- 
pean market is looking much like the U.S. market of 1971-1973. Coins in 
the $100-$500 range are doubling in price — sometimes overnight. For 
the first time, there are instances where dealers are paying over catalog 
for Gem coins. (The crossing of this once impassable barrier marked the 
beginning of the great boom in U.S. coins in the 1970's.) 


At a recent auction of English coins in London, Choice material 
realized such high prices that dealers in attendance merely shook their 
heads in disbelief. So, too, with Choice German coins at recent auctions 
in Munich and Munster. At the SVEA Auction in Stockholm, Choice 
Scandanavian coinage was in strong demand, with special interest 
shown in Choice silver and gold of Oskar II (1873-1907). Another indica- 
tion of current market strength is a common complaint heard across the 
continent: “Man far ingenting idag, “On ne trouve nen,” “Es kommt michts 
rein, “Ich ban ja nyt bsonderes,” as they say in Stockholm, Brussels. 
Dusseldorf and Zurich. Or as you hear in London, “There's just nothing 
around.’ Most Swiss dealers, for instance, are ausverkauft (sold out) of 
Choice Swiss material, both cantonal and Eidgenossenshaft (from 1850 
On). 


German, English and Swiss dealers have in the past complained that 
American dealers were too demanding with regard to quality. (Scan- 
danavian dealers, however, have always been as quality-conscious as 
Americans.) Now condition is finally making a difference in Europe, 
especially in Germany and England, with top-quality material realizing 
outstanding prices at public auction. The reason is simple: Choice and 
Gem foreign coins are inexpensive in relation to U.S. coins. For instance, 
a U.S. Seated Half Dollar With Arrows of 1873-1874, a two-year type 
coin, with a mintage of 5,070,310 business strikes, is currently bid at 
$7,200 if in Gem condition. Compare that coin with an MS-65 silver 
thaler of the German state of Reuss minted in 1868. This is a one-year 
type coin, with a mintage of only 7,100, yet it was listed in the May issue 
of New England World Selections for $1,150. 


From our vantage point in Europe, it seems that the foreign market 
is experiencing the (not-so-very) calm before the storm. The obvious 
strategy for collectors and investors, with regard to Choice and Gem 
foreign coinage, is to find it, buy it and put it away. The “find it” part is the 
hitch. Just because this material is relatively inexpensive, that doesn't 
mean it isnt rare. New England's Overseas operations is doing 
everything possible to keep our Ancient & World Coin Division supplied 
with Choice material. Afterall, when it comes to quality, we Americans 
are demanding.
